They do not include private 
sessions or days on which other conference related activities have occurred and 
do not, therefore, necessarily correspond to the dates in the official programme 
of the meeting. 


The rotation of the Annual Premiers' Conference has continued 
uninterrupted since its inception in 1960, with the current sequence of host 
governments beginning in 1967. As that pattern is now established, the expected 
host governments for the Conference during the next ten years are shown in the
